conference report in the senate. 


When the conferees fixed lumber 


and 
glove rates by shading very 


slightly the higher^ rates on each, 
they were so certain that the prc-si- 
dent would consent to the arrange- 
ment that notices were sent to the 
Democratic members of the confer- 
ence committee to be present to ap- 
prove or disapprove of the confer- 
ence report. 


President Had Other Ideas. 


The president had other ideas of 


what the rates should be and he ex- 
pressed them very forcibly in a let- 
ter.

for rough, with the differentials fixed 
by the senate on finished lumber. 
He also declared that the senate 
rates on gloves, which are the same 
as the Dingley rates and much less 
than the house rates, would have to 
be adopted in order to obtain his in- 
dorsement. 


Not content with issuing an injunc-

Dingley bill. 


Representatives Fordney an-1 Cal-

existing duties except for the fact 
that the Schmasehen gloves were re- j 
duced by the senate from $1.75 to' 
$1.2:> a dozen. 
Although the ho-ise j 


conferees insisted that these 
rat<»s i 


would endanger the passage of the i 
conference report through th-^ house, ] 
they nevertheless were adopted. 


On lumber some concessions were 


made, in fact the president's ;nstruc- 
tions were complied with to the let- 
ter. 
Rough lumber was made duti- 


able at $1.25 per thousand feet: fin- 
ished on one side. S1.T5; finis'ted on 
two sides or one side planed and 
tongued and grooved, $2.15; finished 
on three sides. $2.52»/2, and finished 
on four sides. $2.90. 


The minority members of the con- 


ference comnclttoe held > session of 
their own.
